The  Spirit  of  Change 


The  fall  of  1989  was  rememberd  by  quite  a  few  as 
the  season  of  changes.  One  big  change  on  the  east 
side  of  campus  took  place  when  work  began  on  the 
Doak  and  Massey  houses.  These  houses,  which  have 
served  the  campus  as  dorms,  hospital,  and  adminis¬ 
trative  offices  throughout  the  years,  are  being  recon¬ 
structed  to  serve  as  a  combination  Alumni  House 
and  Museum. 

The  smaller  building  is  part  of  a  much  larger  build¬ 
ing  which  was  constructed  in  1850  and  was  named 
the  Doak  Building  in  honor  of  Dr.  R.E.  Doak  who 
was  an  outstanding  teacher  and  the  first  president  of 
Hiwassee  College.  Originally,  it  was  a  large  brick 
building  two  stories  high,  75  feet  long,  and  42  feet 
wide.  It  contained  a  chapel,  library,  classrooms  and 
two  literary  society  halls.  It  is  most  appropriate  that 
it  be  used  now  as  a  museum  to  preserve  items  used 
by  alumni  in  the  past,  along  with  precious  Indian 
artifacts,  many  of  which  were  found  on  the  Hiwas¬ 


see  campus  and  surrounding  area. 

The  large  building  was  constructed  in  1920  as  a 
memorial  to  a  former  student,  Josephine  Massey.  It 
was  first  used  as  the  college  president’s  residence, 
then  later  as  a  residence  for  faculty  members,  col¬ 
lege  chaplains  and  community  pastors.  Finally,  the 
building  was  used  as  a  girls’  dormitory.  It  will  be 
used  appropriately  as  the  alumni  headquarters  on 
campus.  It  will  house  alumni  offices,  meeting  rooms 
and  even  apartments  for  guests. 

The  total  area  of  the  two  houses  is  3500  square  feet. 
The  two  houses  combined  will  contain  four  bed¬ 
rooms,  two  offices  and  two  meeting  rooms.  We  be¬ 
lieve  the  center  is  well  equipped  to  welcome  Hiwas- 
see’s  many*  guests.

October  5,  1989  dawned  brightly.  It  was  a 
grand  day  for  Hiwassee  College;  Stephen  E. 
Fritz  was  inaugurated  as  the  eighteenth  presi¬ 
dent.  First,  faculty,  staff,  representatives  from 
colleges  in  the  Southeast,  board  members, 
friends  of  the  college  ,  and  members  of  the 
Fritz  family  enjoyed  an  exotic  luncheon  in 
Rymer  Cafeteria.  ARA  cafeteria  services  ar¬ 
ranged  the  food  as  if  it  were  a  work  of  art.  Ice 
sculptures  were  at  the  ends  of  the  long  table. 
Pasta,  cheese,  cold  cuts,  and  vegetables  spilled 
out  of  baskets  onto  the  table.  Tiers  of  desserts 
were  in  the  center.  During  the  luncheon  facul¬ 
ty  members,  who  had  worked  with  Dr.  Fritz, 
gave  tributes  to  him. 

Then  came  the  inauguration  and  investiture 
ceremony  held  in  Barker  Learning  Center 
auditorium.  The  ceremonial  music  was  played 
by  Mary  Helms  on  the  organ  and  sung  by 
guest  baritone  Jeffrey  Sandborg.  Mr.  Cur- 


wood  Witt,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  administered  the  oath  of  office; 
Bishop  Clay  F.  Lee,  Jr.  of  the  Holsten  Confer¬ 
ence  delivered  the  words  of  challenge.  Presi¬ 
dent  Fritz  responded  with  projections  regard¬ 
ing  the  college’s  future  and  his  involvement 
with  it. 

After  a  festive  reception  beneath  a  red  and 
white  striped  tent  in  the  quardrangle,  the 
Hiwassee  family  hastened  to  change  into  for¬ 
mal  wear  for  the  Inaugural  Ball  held  at  the 
Tellico  Village  Yacht  and  Country  Club.

Winning  Spirit 


Hiwassee  College  has  been  somewhat  of  a  family 
affair  for  Coach  Hugh  Watson.  Along  with  the  woman 
who  would  later  become  his  wife.  Coach  Watson  at¬ 
tended  Hiwassee,  as  did  his  son  and  his  daughter. 
Coach  Watson  played  basketball  while  he  attended 
Hiwassee. 

When  Coach  Watson  came  back  to  Hiwassee  in 
1984,  as  head  coach  of  the  men’s  basketball  team,  he 
brought  with  him  a  winning  spirit.  Since  the  1984-85 
season,  he  has  had  an  impressive  record  of  120  wins 
and  only  33  losses.

When  the  soccer  program  was  just  getting  start¬ 
ed,  we  could  compete  with  other  schools  that 
were  also  just  starting  soccer.  But  Coach  Me¬ 
dina  says  that  they  have  had  better  support  and 
have  better  facilities,  and  we  are  no  longer  com¬ 
petitive  with  them.  After  four  years,  Coach  Me¬ 
dina  says  that  we  should  have  a  field  of  the 
proper  dimensions,  and  not  only  do  we  not  have 
that,  the  field  we  do  have  is  full  of  holes.  The 
coach  also  says  that  to  be  competitive,  we  need 
to  have  a  scholarship  program  to  attract  the 
better  players. 

On  the  up  side,  Coach  Medina  says  that  we  are 
getting  a  jump  on  other  junior  colleges  who 
haven’t  yet  started  a  soccer  program.  He  says  if 
we  keep  it  up  we  will  be  getting  players  now  in 
junior  high  or  high  school  programs. 


When  asked  what  was  the  best  thing  about 
Hiwassee  soccer,  Coach  Medina  says  he  enjoys 
“the  spirit  in  every  kid.”  He  says  he  always 
admires  the  team  for  never  giving  up,  even  when 
playing  stronger  teams.  According  to  coach,  it  is 
a  “David  and  Goliath”  situation,  but  he  sees 
“great  competitive  spirit”  in  our  hard-working 
team.  Coach  Medina  describes  soccer  as  a 
“beautiful  sport,”  and  says  that  our  multi-na¬ 
tionality  team  had  no  language  difficulties. 

Coach  Medina  names  Hiwassee’s  best  player  as 
Edson  Bravo,  a  student  from  Bolivia.  He  says 
that  Edson  “could  go  play  in  the  best  college 
program,”  and  is  probably  the  “best  player  in 
the  state  of  Tennessee.”  When  asked  what  he 
liked  best  about  playing  soccer  for  Hiwassee, 
Edson  Bravo  said  that  he  had  “fun  traveling” 
and  that  it  was  “an  experience.”  He  also  ob¬ 
served  that  “we  need  to  get  more  serious  about 
playing.”  Shawn  Parks,  another  member  of  the 
team,  said  that  he  “enjoys  all  phases  of  the 
game,  especially  the  feeling  of  sportsmanship  on 
the  Hiwassee  team.”

Scoring,  however,  is  not  the  only  thing  this  team 
knew  how  to  do.  Michelle  Alexander  was  second 
among  assist  leaders  with  6.5  a  game.  The  Tiger¬ 
ettes  were  also  good  at  rebounding,  too,  as  evi¬ 


denced  by  Shawnette  Brock’s  average  of  10.5  re¬ 
bounds  a  game  and  3 1  rebounds  against  Shelby 
State. 

The  Tigerettes  were  the  TJCCAA  runner  up, 
losing  to  Shelby  State  94-89  in  the  State  title 
game.  They  went  into  the  regionals,  as  the  num¬ 
ber  two  seed,  out  of  sixteen  teams. 

Others  who  saw  action  for  the  Tigerettes  include 
Tyra  Brooks,  Susan  Castle,  Kristie  Love,  Shi- 
zuka  Mizuo,  Dawn  Shaw,  Cheryl  Sinor,  Latrecia 
Smith,  and  Crystal  Parker. 

Overall,  this  was  a  good  team.  Ten  of  the  twelve 
players  on  the  team  will  be  returning  next  year, 
offering  a  bright  hope  for  the  future.

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The  Spirit  of  Team  Effort 

The  1989-90  season  was  outstanding  for  the  Hiwassee 
Tigers  basketball  team.  They  were  25-4  overall  and  9-1 
in  the  conference  and  ranked  13th  in  the  nation.  This 
was  definitely  a  team  effort,  too.  As  a  team,  they  aver¬ 
aged  96  points  a  game,  while  holding  their  opponents  to 
an  average  of  only  80.7  points  per  game.  Their  average 
margin  of  victory  was  15-7.  The  Tigers  also  had  five 
players  who  averaged  double  figures  a  game  in  scoring. 
They  were  3rd  in  the  region  in  total  offense,  and  6th  in 
the  region  in  total  defense.  All  this  led  to  a  fourth 
consecutive  Eastern  Division  Conference  Champion¬ 
ship.  The  Tigers  also  won  the  State  Championship  with 
a  dramatic  come-from-behind  victory  over  Aquinas 
College  102-90. 

The  1989-90  Tigers  were  a  great  team;  however,  there 
were  some  outstanding  individual  performances  too. 
The  top  scorers  were  Eric  Manuel,  23.6  points  per 
game,  and  Alvin  Rich,  17.1  points  per  game.  Rich  was 
2nd  in  the  region  with  a  64.5  field  goal  percentage. 
Calvin  Ward  was  right  behind  him  with  a  63.8  field 
goal  percentage.  Eric  Manuel  was  the  top  free  throw 


shooter,  with  an  86.5  free  throw  percentage.  The  top 
rebounders  were  Eric  Manuel  and  Frank  Waters,  both 
averaging  7.8  per  game.  Ram  Fishburne  was  second  in 
the  region  in  assists  with  an  average  of  8.5  per  game. 

This  was  definitely  a  championship  team  that  made  it 
all  the  way  to  the  national  tournament  in  Hutchinson, 
Kansas.  The  talent  was  certainly  there,  and  so  was  the 
coaching,  as  Hugh  Watson  was  named  All-Division 
and  All-Region  Coach  of  the  Year.  Eric  Manuel  was 
named  All  Region  VII.  Rich,  Manuel,  Calvin  Ward, 
and  Orlando  Lightfoot  were  All  Eastern  Division. 
Making  the  All  Region  Tournament  team  were  Rich, 
Manuel,  and  Lightfoot.  Rich  and  Manuel  were  named 
to  the  All  State  Team  as  well. 

Also  playing  a  very  important  role  were  Todd  Davis, 
Chris  Hemphill,  Dexter  Higgins,  Darius  Lawrence, 
and  Leonard  Rhodes.  Without  this  strong  bench, 
Hiwassee  would  not  have  been  the  championship  team 
they  were.

The  1990  season  was  sensational  for  first-year 
coach  Sherry  McClung  and  the  Lady  Tigers 
Softball  team.  Their  record  was  25  wins,  13 
losses.

0.  The  team  batting  average  was  .297.  They  made 
35  errors  as  a  team  and  had  a  .930  fielding  aver¬ 
age. 

The  team  did  so  well  because  of  many  outstand¬ 
ing  individual  performances.  Freshman  pitcher 
Renee  Goodner  was  25-13,  with  1 50  strikeouts  in 
171  innings  pitched.  She  had  a  0.18  earned  run 
average,  allowing  2  homeruns.  Her  opponents 
scored  54  runs,  only  31  of  which  were  earned. 
And,  Renee  was  second  on  the  team  in  homeruns 
with  2. 

Pitching  was  not  the  only  thing  at  which  this 
team  excelled!  Freshman  Suzi  Campbell  led  the 
team  in  batting  (.424),  homeruns  (4),  RBI  (22), 
runs  scored  (23),  singles  (30),  and  at  bats  (96). 
Freshman  Amy  McCumber  was  second  on  the 
team  in  batting  with  a  strong  .390.  Sophomore 
Bridgette  Balsinger  led  the  team  with  9  doubles 
and  batted  .330.  Freshman,  Amy  Chandler  bat¬ 


ted  .339  and  tied  with  Goodner  for  the  team  lead 
in  walks  (9).  Freshman  Wendy  Russell,  who  bat¬ 
ted  .282  led  the  team  in  stolen  bases  with  12. 
Freshman  Shannon  Higgins  tied  with  Campbell 
for  the  team  lead  in  triples  with  2. 

Other  offensive  contributors  and  their  batting 
averages  were:  Joan  Connally,  .289;  Raisa  Coan, 
.286;  Libby  Hughes,  .250;  Cherish  McCane, 
.231;  Julie  Siler,  .200;  Beth  Hunter,  .111;  and 
Angie  Tucker,  .094. 

The  Lady  Tigers  defense  was  solid,  too.  Eleven 
players  made  three  or  fewer  errors.  Six  made  no 
errors  for  a  perfect  1.000  fielding  average. 

All  this  led  the  team  to  Kansas,  and  the  NJCAA 
softball  tournament,  where  the  Lady  Tigers  fin¬ 
ished  seventh! 

Coach  McClung  can  look  forward  to  eleven  of  the 
fourteen  players  returning.  If  this  year  is  any 
indication,  good  things  are  to  come  from  this 
team.

Here  at  Hiwassee,  they  care  about  whether  you’re  doing  well  in  your  classes.  In  the  Learning  Center,  run  by  Sandra 
Tompkins,  computer  software  is  available  in  many  different  subjects:  math,  English,  French  and  biology,  to  name  just  a  few. 

In  addition,  student  workers  are  able  to  help  in  several  different  areas:  English,  math,  history,  sociology,  and  computer 
science,  among  others.  If  you  just  need  to  type  and  print  a  paper,  this  is  the  place  to  go. 

Miss  Tompkins  says  “Our  lab  is  open  to  everyone,  including  faculty  and  staff  members.”  She  also  notes  “We  have  a  number 
of  programs,”  although  she  adds  that  the  lab  is  “mostly  used  for 
writing  papers.  This  makes  it  easier  for  the  student  to  write  and  revise 
and  also  gives  them  hands-on  experience  with  computers.”  The  lab  is 
financed  by  a  Title  III  government  grant,  and,  according  to  Miss 
Tompkins,  “The  Learning  Center  can  become  an  integral  part  of  a 
student’s  learning  and  academic  achievement.” 

Student  Support  Services,  located  in  BLC  109,  is  also  available  to  aid 
the  education  process.  They  offer  tutoring,  advising,  and  counseling. 

They  operate  on  guidelines  that  come  from  Title  IV  of  the  Higher 
Education  Act,  and  participants  are  selected  on  their  academic  need 
and  income  level. 

Barbara  Arwood,  Director,  says  that  “We  work  basically  with  text¬ 
books,  using  one-on-one  tutoring.”  She  also  notes  that  “We  have 
about  15  peer  and  2  professional  tutors.”  When  asked  if  Student 
Support  Services  participants  seem  to  do  better  in  their  schoolwork, 

Mrs.  Arwood  said,  “Oh,  yes  -  we  had  a  lot  of  students  do  really  well 
this  year.  Thirteen  made  the  honor  roll  fall  semester.”  When  discuss¬ 
ing  the  success  of  peer  tutoring,  she  said  that  peer  tutoring  works  out 
well.  She  said  that  they  “try  to  match  up  students  in  the  same  class 
for  tutoring  sessions.”  One  reason  for  the  success  of  the  program  may 
be  that  “the  tutors  evaluate  their  pupils  once  a  month,  and  the  pupils  evaluate  their  tutors  once  a  year.” 

As  you  can  see,  our  labs  here  at  Hiwassee  can  really  make  a  difference  in  a  student’s  performance.  Both  Miss  Tompkins  and 
Mrs.  Arwood  and  their  staffs  work  hard  in  their  efforts  to  help  the  students  who  come  to  them.
